Chicago 
Editorial Contention—“ The 
Hell Hound Over the Way" Now 
In the Breezy City. 


For some months there has been a 
wild sort of a contention among certain 
Chicago editors that appears in many 
respects, to draw it wild, unseemly, 
and we doubt not annoying to the read­ 
ers of these would be great papers. 
However, we are pleased to note that 
it has become somewhat onesided, the 
only contest we can recall improved by 
its “ one-sidedness.” It appears to have 
originated in sharp criticism by The 
Tribune upon Governor Tanner for 
signing what Editor Medill considered 
a boodle street rail way bill passed by 
the Illinois General Assembly. 
It was 
charged that the Governor of our state 
had “ gone cahoot" with Street Ra il­ 
way MonotH>list Yerkes, and then the 
latter bought a newspaper, The Inter 
Ocean, and brought from New York an 
editor who seems to be well adapted 
for conducting “ The Arizona K ieker,” 
so far as swiping “ the Hell hound over 
the way” goes. In the matter of “ call­ 
ing names” the character of The Inter- 
Ocean’s editorials have been such that 
we were surprised somewhat that there 
was no announcement Christmas morn­ 
ing that one of the editors of The T ri­ 
bune arose from his unpaid-for bed at 
the dark hour of threeo’elo k ami rob­ 
bed his own children s stockings of the 
f nv toys placed there by their mother, 
and “ soaked’ them for whisky money. 
Editor Yerkes and his assistant, are 
becoming lukt-warm in their great 
mission. 
Joseph Medill, editor of The 
Tribune, is the particular son-of-a-gun 
that Yerkes’ young man from New 
York appears to be after, 
in years 
gone 
by 
we 
all 
had 
much 
re­ 
gard 
for 
Mr. 
Medill. 
He 
was 
one 
of 
the 
early 
Republican 
of the state: counselor with Lincoln, 
Yates, Oglesby and others. 
He is au­ 
thor of the,clause in our state constitu­ 
tion—was a leading member of the con­ 
vention that framed it—by which re­ 
publicans living down in darkest Egypt 
could become members of our legisla­ 
ture. 
Being human, he had, to be 
sure, the oft mistaken idea that he 
could work reforms; even suggesting 
an improvement in the dictionaries. 
His bad spells brought ridicule and 
even the noted Editor Storey of the 
Times, printed his name phonetically 
“ Josef.” 
But sucn is the lot of the re­ 
former. 
W e have heretofore 
taken 
pride in Joseph Medill as the editor-in- 
chief of one of the greatest newspapers 
in the land, suppposing him to be also 
a gentleman and a scholar. 
But such 
is life. 
To see our idols shattered 
seems to be the rule. 
In this case it 
was to be expected. 
Joseph Medill 
runs a newspaper and has seen (it to 
handle 
political 
boodlers 
without 
gloves. A t times he has cudgeled them 
until— allegori*-ally speaking— 


“ Som e h ave been beaten till they know 
W hat wood a cudgel’s of by the blow : 
Some kick'd u n til th ey can feel w heth er 
A shoe be Spanish or n eat's le a th e r.” 


A t all events they appeared to realize 
that the Tribune was on earth. 
But 
“ a worm will turn.” 
So will a street 
railway proprietor, a high official, or a 
Doodier, and if an editor can not stand 
grief he should ri sign and become a 
church janitor; or engage in somequiet 
business where he is not lable to «make 
it too hot for people. 
W e are informed by Mr. Yerkes’ ed­ 
itor that Joseph M edill’a most lucra 
tive occupation now is that of “ robbing 
school children.” 
This charge 
ap­ 
pears every day in black letters upon 
the center of the Inter-Ocean’s editor­ 
ial page 
It is based upon the fact 
that the Medill printing office is on 
school lands, icnted at a less rental 
than that paid by the Yerkes print- 
ery. 
A simple minded country editor 
imagines that the cheaper rent be se­ 
cures for his printing office the better 
standing he ha.-* in the community as a 
financier, but Mr. Yerkes, tramway 
monopolist, seems to believe that if a 
publisher finds he is enjoying cheap 
rent he sh mid at once call upon the 
leaser of the real estate and request 
the owner to advance the rental. Here 
is unsophisticated generosity for you 
that sounds strange in these days of 
business hurly burly. 
Medill, or the 
Tribune company, or its business man­ 
ager,or whoever the cold blooded offend 
eris, though daily urged by the ¡nter- 
Ocean, fails to take any steps towards 
advancing the rent on the Tribune 
printing office, and Yertfes' editor in­ 
sists tbat, 
“ Medill stands branded before the 
community as a plunderer of the school 
fund. The brand is being burned more 
deeply every day and it will be scarlet 
to the end of bis life. 
He feels the iron: 
he realizes the disgrace; he writhes 
under the ordeal: yet he is silent.' 
“ He is silent'.” 
This is the i on that 
enters the Yerkes soul. 
Silence on 
the part of “ The hell-hound over the 
way.” as Dickens pictures him. and a- 
we have known him, is unaccountable. 
It i- woe unutterable to the Inter- 
Ocean and its grief is manifested in 
every issue, and the 
editor of the 
Tribune “ is silent.” 
A sort of digni­ 
fied contempt is maintained by Mr. 
Medill. 
His stoicism appears quite as 
admirable as that of Marcus Aurelius, 
who held that the sum of all ethics 
was the rule to “ love truth and justice 
and live without anger in tne midst of 


lying and unjust men ” 
Editor Medill 
seems to be doing this very thing with 
a charming dignity, but the 
Inter 
Ocean will not to all appearence, stand 


it much longer.

M irror* and W om en . 
J n London Truth Mrs. Emily Craw­ 
ford puts forward a theory which « corns 
so plausible and logical that it is aston­ 
ishing no one should have thought of 
formulating it before. 
Mrs. Crawford 
notes that, according to the evidence 
furnished in old paintings, grace of 
bearing and of dress in women was con­ 
spicuously lacking m the period before 
large mirrors were generally used. 
By 
n careful comparison of dates she finds 
that a m ar k e d improvement in this par 
ticular immediately followed the intro 
duetiou of the mirror. 
From this she 
infer« that it is the large mirror which 
ha« been tho magic agency in beautify ­ 
ing womankind and causing her to be 
graceful and well dressed. 
Since a woman is responsible for the 
theory , it may not ho uugallant to won 
der what the ladies of the nineteenth 
century probably would look like had 
it not been for the mirror. 
The mirror 
did not supply a deficiency in taste, of 
course. No one will dare insinuate that 
taste wasn’t inborn in the very lirst of 
her sex. But there had been nothing by 
which to try standard« of taste. 
The 
woman was at the mercy of her dress­ 
maker or dependent upon the criticisms 
of her friends, 
it is easy to figure out 
that had not the large mirror changed 
all this, allowing a woman to see her 
self full length, to note tin» effect of 
poise and gesture and to correct blem 
ishes, the nineteenth century maiden 
would have been far different. 
The 
sty lish effect of the natty shirt, waist, 
tho intentional coquetry of the bonnet, 
the length and “ hang” of the bicy cle 
skirt, would have been out of the ques­ 
tion. 
Woman would have been a vic­ 
tim of her tailor’s ingenuity . 
It may not be carry ing the point too 
far to argue that inasmuch as matters 
and morals are so intimately related the 
mirror must have been responsible for 
much of the development of 
th e race. 
The mirror added to the arts of woman, 
and th o s e arts have been used with un­ 
questioned sueeess to provoke marriage, 
incite conspiracies, beguile beings and 
break up thrones. 
Woman's dress and 
manners being less relined, tho manners 
of men would be rough in even greater 
degree. 
The whole civilization would 
be resting on a lower plane. And all for 
lack of some large squares of glass 
backed with tinfoil! This may be strain 
ing a point, but it follows logically 
from Mrs. Crawford’« interesting dis 
oovery . 
Yet there is something the matter 
with this mirror theory . For large mir­ 
rors abounded in the day s of hoopskirts 
and bustles.

Fro m th e g en ­ 
eral eco n o mic d iscu ssio n th e h o u seh o ld 
k.us been , in th e main , cut <>fi, larg ely 
because it h as been co n sid ered 
as be­ 
longing to the realm of sentiment rather 
than of business; because the household 
has shrunk from all agitation and dis­ 
cussion of the question wiih which it is 


immediately concerned; because it has 
refused to gee that progress is condition­ 
al on this agitation and discussion. 
It 
is this very aloofness that constitutes 
toil ay the most, serious obstacle in the 
way of any improvement in domestic 
service— the failure on the part of men 
and women every where to recognize 
that the occupation is governed by eco­ 
nomic law% that it is bound up inextri­ 
cably w ith every other phase of the la­ 
bor question, and that the initial step 
toward improvement must be the recog­ 
nition of this fact. Housekeepers every ­ 
where resent what they deem iufcerfer- 
enco with their personal affairs; they 
betray an ill concealed irritation when 
the economic side of the question is pre­ 
sented them and believe if their own 
household 
machinery runs smoothly 
that no friction exists any where, and 
that their own responsibility has ceased. 
“ Nothing is so characteristic of wom­ 
en as a class as their inability to as­ 
sume an impersonal attitude toward 
any subject under discussion, while in 
methods they are prone to work from 
day to day , and seldom plan for results 
to bo reached y ears after a project ha« 
been set on foot 
This means that be- 
fore any improvement in household af­ 
fairs can conic the attitude of mind w ith 
which they are approached must under­ 
go a radical change. Both men and wo­ 
men must recognize the analogy be­ 
tween domestic service and the other 
forms of labor and must work not for 
more competent cooks and parlor maids 
in their individual households, not for 
any specific change for the better to­ 
morrow, but for improvement in the 
sy stem for the benefit of subsequent 
generatinns. ” 


W o m en a* O rator*. 
“ Women 
are the world’s 
natural 
orators,” said 
Mrs. Lillie 
Devereux 
Blake in a recent interview. 
“ A good 
conversationalist makes a good public 
speaker 
There are many brilliant con­ 
versationalists among women. Only the 
exceptional man talks well. 
“ Opportunity and practice are the 
two most essential 
qualities for 
an 
orato*\ 
Tho reason there are not more 
women orators is that there have been 
no opportunities. 
To be a successful 
speaker one .m ust 
be very much in 
earnest. One’s thoughts must he clearly 
and logically expressed, but they must 
well up from the heart. Then one must 
study . The beginner alway s emphasizes 
the unimportant words, dwells on the 
‘ands,’ ‘huts’ and ‘the« ’ and smother« 
the word which is the key note of her 
sentence in a muffled voice. One should 
be full of one's subject, know how to 
deliver one’s words and then a« far as 
possible forget self and think only of 
speech and audience. 
As the Romans 
said, ‘A poet is born, not made, but an 
orator is made at the expense of hi« au­ 
dience,’ and every public speaker would 
do well to bear that in mind. 
When 1 
lirst began speaking in public, I used to 
go uut into the highway s and hedges for 
my audiences. 
A gathering of people 
meant for me only an assemblage of lis­ 
teners. 
All this was excellent training 
and taught me more about the human 
mind than any amount of booklore pos­ 
sibly could 
“ The orator must learn to speak to a 
great houseful of people whose ey e« are 
riveted on her face, whose ears are open 
for every word and whose opinions are 
to be formed or altered by her presenta­ 
tion of ideas. 
Phrases tiiat seem full of 
music when addressed to the marble 
bust on y our mantelpiece, ideas that 
seem like the wisdom of ages embalmed 
m poetic words when hurled at y our 
book shelves, frequently become fiat, 
lifeless and wordy when the inspiration 
of solitude is gone and y ou see hundreds 
of faces turned toward y ou. 
To be a 
successful public speaker one must go 
into training—a course quite us careful, 
rigorous and exacting as the training 
which develops biceps, reduces avoirdu­ 
pois or makes an adept in any special 
branch. ” 


I* low er» lu th e S ittin g K oom . 
There is no more beautiful decora­ 
tion for a sitting room or reception room 
than growing tlowers, y et, owing to a 
curious prejudice that flowers w ill not 
grow in winter, they are rarely to be 
met in American homes. 
The slig htest 
experiment w ill show that the preju­ 
dice has practically no basis. 
The ex­ 
quisite Chinese narcissus, known as the 
Chinese New Year's lily , grows anil 
blossoms only in the winter season. 
In 
the spring it dies down to the bulb, 
and during the summer it is seemingly 
dead. It requires no earth, the best way 
of growing it being to place it on a lot 
of white pebbles in a bowl or platter 
and half covering these with water. 
The hy acinth thrives particularly well 
in the hy acinth glass. 
Several kinds of 
ivy and other vines grow rapidly w ith­ 
in doors in rooms that are only moder­ 
ately warm, while of roses and other 
Mowers which do well within doors 
their name is legion. 
Our southern cousins pay more atten­ 
tion to this form of household art than 
we do. 
They have a pleasant fad for 
handsome flowerpots, and instead of 
the earthenware ones so familiar in this 
part of the country they employ porce­ 
lain, stone, china, Chinese and J apa­ 
nese ware. In many eases where plants 
need the air, which passes through red 
earthenware, they put the containing 
pot of the latter material inside of a 
handsomely painted and modeled pot of 
china or porcelain. 
Among the plants 
to be found in southern homes grown in 
this manner are the hardier forms of 
p alms, ot fern s, and amo n g the wealthy 
o f tree fern s, the subtropical orchids, 
the rose, man y lilies, the ch ry san th e­ 
mu m, aster an d p in k , 
the smilax , .Jap a­ 
n ese iv y an d German iv y an d an y n u m ­ 
ber o f d warf pirn s, Urs, sp ru ces an d 
ce­ 
dars. — Pittnbuig Dispatch.

“ Th e reaso n wh y 
women will mak e 
good p ractical arch itects, ” said a blight 
p ro fessio n al wo man 
at a recent New 
York club meeting, “ is because they 
know pre-eminently 
what 
is needed 
about a house. They know iioxv to have 
every thing arranged so that as a whole 


it is as convenient as it is possible to 
make it. 
The gas fixture is not placed 
in some back corner behind a door, 
where nobody would ever think of look­ 
ing lor or wanting a light; tho wall 
lines are not so broken up with doors, 
windows, etc., that there is no room 
for the necessary furniture; the doors 
are not hung in such an awkward man­ 
ner that they must swing against the 
windows or gas fixtures; the space for 
the dresser is not left on the side of the 
room farthest from the lig ht; the closets 
are not like dark pockets in a basement, 
but arranged to be well ventilated as 
often as is needed; the dining room is 
made large enough so that it w ill con­ 
tain a sideboard a« well as the table 
and chairs, and it w ill not be necessary 
for all to rise from one side of the table 
m order that the waitress may pass to 
the other side, or else 
hand things 
across the table, as occurred lately in 
an apartment, building designed by a 
man; the mirrors w ill not face the 
light; the pantry w ill have a window 
and will not he placed in the center of 
the house; the registers or radiators 
w ill not occupy the only wall space 
large enough for the bedstead or the 
sofa or the sideboard ; the doors w ill be 
wide enough to admit of any article of 
furniture made, and the halls w ill he 
large enough so articles can he wheeled 
through them from one room into an­ 
other. ”

Mine. Cosima Wagner bey ond a doubt 


i« 
a stage 
manager par excellence. 
.She shows the g ift both when she is 
right and when— as unfortunately oc­ 
curs often—she iw quite wrong. 
At 70 
she has an ey e and a sense of pietur- 
eftqueness and of color that few male 
managers can rival. 
But what Mine. 
Wagner asserts as tradition, as W ag­ 
ner’s own ideas handed over to her as 
his vicegerent, too often is the fantasy 
of the hour and the suggestion of the 
moment. 
Unluckily , too, her sense of 
knowing all that is to be known does 
not remain 
restricted 
to 
costumes, 
groupings and stage business. 
It reach­ 
es to the musical contents of the works, 
to phrasing, tempo, and much else 
The artist who thinks to carry out 
his or her conception of a Wagnerian 
role is in for a hard time. 
There will 
be a battle— there w ill be many battles 
—and sooner or later it is apt to be 
Cosfma \ ictrix. 
One of the shrewdest 
and most eminent of American singers, 
an artist to whom a Baireuth engage­ 
ment and a Baireuth success were de­ 
sirable as of the first value in a career 
of narrower scope, won her engagement 
and the desired triumph only by pre­ 
m ising —not to say promising— that the 
artist» would be “ as w ax” in Mme. Co- 
sim a’s hands. 
¡She wa« so, or seemed 
so, and by combining rhe wisdom of 
the serpent with the mild mannered de­ 
meanor of a dove the Baireuth triumph 
and reclame were achieved.— Harper’s 
\\ eekly . 


DelirHte Throats. 
If the woman with a delicate throat 
would eschew fur collars and warm 
stocks, bathe her neck and chest in cold 
wafer every morning, following this 
heroic measure by friction with a crash 
towel, and indulge in honey at all meals 
except dinner, she would not need cough 
mixtures and iodine, mustard loaves and 
cold compresses. Muffling the throat in 
silk handkerchiefs and heavy boas and 
collars is an excellent way to make it 
sensitive.

The woman's club is of comparative­ 
ly recent origin. It is the outgrowth of 
the idea that through cc-operative en­ 
deavor women may secure certain social 
and educational reforms that could nev­ 
er be accomplished by individual ef­ 
fort. 
In the field of charity alone the 
woman s clubs have completely revolu­ 
tionized the old, wasteful and unsy s­ 
tematic methods of dispensing alms. In 
the domain of ethics and public morals 
the influence of these clubs is distinctly 
felt in many communities. 
They have 
secured ordinances for the protection of 
children, for the suppression of vicious 
and degrading literature and for the 
punishment of cigarette venders who 
sell their wares to school children. 
It is in the Meld of general culture 
and popular education, however, that 
these clubs promise to be the most po­ 
tent instrumentalities for the uplifting 
of society . 
Having been granted the 
right to vote at school elections, the w o­ 
men have it in their power to secure 
through these organizations many need 
ed reforms in our public schools in the 
way of better sanitation, better school 
construction aud better teachers. 
It is to the ministry of culture that 
these clubs should dedicate their talents, 
their energii s and their zeal.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.
